Test Hearing Of Ninth 


Grade Pupils In Schools 


An audiometer, loaned to the pub- 


lic schools by the 
Pennsylvania 


State Department of Health, is be- 
ing used to test the hearing of all 
t.he ninth grade students of the New 
Castle Public Schools. These tests 
are being made In compliance with 
the state law passed in July, 1937, 
requiring the testing of hearing in 
the public schools, with scientific 
equipment. 


The school physician. Dv. Donald 


Eckles. and a school nurse, Miss 
Katharyne Melvin, have begun the 
tests at George Washington Junior- 
Senior High School, where, with the 
aid of the audiometer, they can test 
a class'of forty students in half an 
hour. The country schools in this 
county, which have already been 
tested, report thai an average of 
two hundred and fifty to three hun- 
dred students can be listed daily. 


The equipment 
consists of two 


large suit cases, one of which con- 
tains forty earphones, with head- 
bands, connected to the other, which 
holds a phonograph, and several 
records. The group to be tested is 


with pencils and a. test 


sheet. The ear phone is adjusted 
first over the right ear, and, over 
the phonograph, a woman's voice 
Instructs the class to write in column 
one ths numbers she will repeat.
